The  objects  to  be  accomplished  by  this  Organ- 
ization are  as  follows  : 

1st.  Fraternity — To  preserve  and  strengthen 
those  kind  and  fraternal  feelings  which  bind  to- 
gether the  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines  who 
united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion,  and  to  per- 
petrate the  memory  and  history  of  the  dead.

APPLICANTS  FOR  ADMISSION.

Sec.  4.  Any  member  of  this  Post  who  is  in 
arrears  for  dues  six  (6)  months  on  the  first  day

ARTICLE  V. 

FINANCES. 

Sec.  1.  The  funds  of  the  Post  shall  be  held 
by  the  Quartermaster,  and  by  him  disbursed, 
only  on  the  warrant  of  the  Adjutant,  counter- 
signed by  the  Post  Commander,  ordered  by  vote 
of  the  Post,  and  such  warrant  shall  be  his  suffi- 
cient voucher  for  such  payment.

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  of  this  Post 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  (2)  and  fourth  (4) 
Thursday  evenings  of  each  month,  and  the  fol- 
lowing (See  last  page  cover)  shall  be  the  Order 
of  Business.

Sec  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Post  may  be

FUNERALS.

There  may  be  Auxiliary  memberships  to  this 
Post  under  tin1  following  regulations  and  privi- 
leges: 

First.  The  name  of  such  Auxiliary  Society 
shall  be  "The  Citizens'  Auxiliary  Corps  of  Tor- 
rence  Post  No.  '2,  G.  A.  P.,  Keokuk,  Iowa." 

Second.  Any  man  who  shall  be  recommend- 
ed by  a  member  of  this  Post  may  become  a 
member  of  said  Auxiliary  Corps »tter  proper  ap- 
plication to  this  Post  in  writing  in  form  provid- 
ed therefor,  giving  name,  occupation  and  resi- 
dence, and  their  election  by  the  Post  and  the 
payment  of  ^o  per  annum,  semi-annually  in  ad- 
vance.
